Historic Features of Town Pic­ 
turesquely Described. 


Hwrvy T il, Roof., Grown With Lech- 
en, Overhang tho Famous Street 
of Ponte Vecchio* Making It 
Seem Very Narrow. 


horologe occupies a point of vantage 
upon an exposed corner. 
These are the things not seen by the 
hasty traveler, such a one for instance 
as I saw' before Gleiberti’s doors at the 
Baptistry. He drove up in a cab, hie 
Baedeker open in his hand. A hasty 
question to the cabman, a nod in an­ 
swer, and he jumped out, open guide­ 
book still in hand, ran up to the railing 
before the doors, took a hasty look and 
was off again, doubtless satisfied that 


florence.—Of course, every 
one 
knows the distinguishing feature of 
tho Ponte Vecchio, the roves of houses 
on dither aide w'hieh, seen from their 
few*, are but so many huge yellow and 
brown and blue and dun and pink ex­ 
crescences, ugly, but undeniably pic­ 
turesque. These are dwellings and 
•workshops, many of them the shope 
■wherein are fabricated the wares 
Which give the windows so brave a 
•how when seen from the front. It re­ 
quires some acquaintance with them 
to give the proper point of view', to 
realize their picturesque value. 
This 
Is best found at evening, w hen the set­ 
ting. sun mellows and blends the col­ 
ogs spread upon this wide palette—a 
palette bearing every color and shade 
in the whole chromatic scale. 
Tipoff the bridge itself 
one 
may 
•tufty Florence, present and past. The 
roadway is narrow, the footing upon 
either hand a mere ledge. Every sort 
of traffic crowds the narrow' passage, 
motorcars making way 
for 
donkey 
carts and cabmen contending for right 
of way with the push-carts of fruit 
and sweetmeat vendors. Tourists and 
•hoppers and honest

afoot must look sharp, for most of 
these, too, must take to the roadway lf 
they would make progress. 
Heavy tile roofs, old, grown with 
lichen, overhang the street from the 
first stories of the houses, making it 
seem even more narrow than it is.

Approaching Ponte de Rialto. 


he had thus “done’* one more of the 
rights of Florence. 
Tt is only when in the center of the 
bridge that one can realize at all that 
it is a bridge there. On the upper side 
is a span of three wide arches from 
which is a noble view up the river. 
Close by on the left are seen the rag­ 
ged and many colored walls that make 
the rear of the old palaces of the Via 
de Bardl, the street in which Romola 
lived and so dear to all lovers of 
George Elliot. On the other side, along 
the Via degli Arch! busier! are the 
graceful arches of the covered foot­ 
way, which takes up half of that nar­ 
row thoroughfare, while a little furth­ 
er on may be glimpsed the arches and 
columns and statues of the river front 
of the Uffizi palace. 
In the distance upon the hill is the 
broad Michael Angelo piazza with its 
huge bronze David, a fine promenade 
in pleasant weather, but rather too 
much loved by the breezes that blow 
co unceasingly over Florence. 
On the lower side of the bridge op­ 
posite the arches is the open space 
w here Cellini’s bust stands. From here 
w e see the Ffinita bridge, the young­ 
ster of 1555, and below it the eye fol­ 
lows the valley of the Amo until it is 
lost in the dim distance. 
The second of the bridges, in point 
of human interest, is 
the 
Ponte di 
Rialto, at Venice. 
This 
is 
of com­ 
parative youth, beside the 
Vecchio, 
having been built at the very end of 
the sixteenth 
century 
It 
was de­ 
signed by the famous architect, 
An­ 
tonio da Ponte (note the curious sug­ 
gestiveness of his name as a builder 
of bridges), although often erroneous­ 
ly attributed to Michael Angelo. It is 
very graceful and beautiful, although 
one needs to go up or down the Grand 
canal, which it spans, as far as possi­ 
ble in order to get the proper perspec­ 
tive. 
It consists of a single marble 
arch of S7-foot span, is Ti feet in 
height and 72 feet in breadth. 
Shops 
flanked it on either side.
